1999

North  Attleboro  Red  Rocketeers  clinch  a 
second  Super  Bowl  Title 


The  1998  Red  Rocke- 
teer football  team  earned 
its  second  straght  Super 
Bowl  victory  this  year 
while  finishing  the  season 
with  an  undefeated  11-0, 
as  well  as  the  state’s  long- 
est winning  streak  of  22 
games.  Under  the  leader- 
ship of  Co-captains  Ethan 
Hamilton,  Steve  Pino,  and 
Ben  Tryon,  this  year’s 
squad  became  the  seventh 
team  in  school  history  to 
earn  a chance  to  compete 
for  the  State  Champion- 
ship in  the  Division  III 
Super  Bowl.  The  team  be- 
came the  fifth  team  to  win 
the  District  III  title  and  be 
crowned  state  champions, 
as  Head  Coach  Paul  Sulli- 
van improved  his  record 
to  22-1. 

The  Red  Rocketeers  de- 
feated Attleboro  in  the 
Jamboree  by  a one  touch- 
down margin.  Next  on  the 
schedule  was  the  Bishop 
Feehan  game.  Despite 
many  question  marks  sur- 
rounding the  team,  the 
game  was  approached 
with  confidence.  Unfortu- 
nately for  the  Shamrocks, 
the  emotional  high  that 
they  rode  into  the  game 
with  was  not  enough  to 
match  North’s  powerful 
running  game.  The  strong 
running  offense  pounded 
the  Feehan’s  defense  into 
submission,  allowing  for 
three  big  plays  that  led  to 
three  touchdowns.  The 
new  McGrath  stadium 
was  christened  by  a hard 
fought  victory  for  Big  Red. 

In  the  Hockomock 


Feague,  North  defeated 
Mansfield,  a team  in  con- 
tention for  the  Hocko- 
mock Title.  Next  came  a 
match  up  against  Oliver 
Ames  and  then  a battle 
against  King  Philip.  North 
continued  to  conqueror 
the  Hockomock  Feague  by 
defeating  Franklin,  Can- 
ton, Stoughton  and  the 
rest  of  the  league.  North 
was  ready  for  a greater 
challenge. 

The  Thanksgiving  Day 
game  was  played  at  Attle- 
boro against  the  Blue 
Bombardiers.  In  front  of 
an  unprecedented  large 
crowd.  North  won  an  im- 
portant contest.  Boos 
changed  instantly  to 
cheers  as  Big  Red  raced  by 
the  goal  posts.  The  next 
challenge  that  Big  Red 
would  face  took  place  ten 
days  later  on  the  same 
field  against  the  same  ri- 
vals. North  Attleboro  con- 
quered the  Division  III  Ti- 
tle against  the  odds.  This 
team  had  earned  its  sec- 
ond Super  Bowl  title  in  a 
row. 

Undersized  and  under- 
manned, the  Red  Rocke- 
teers overcame  adversity 
and  left  a legacy  at  North 
Attleboro  High  School. 
This  team  did  not  lack 
heart  or  work  ethics.  Big 
Red  saw  its  challenges  and 
overcame  them.  Big  Red 
had  proven  to  everyone 
that  they  remain  a 
strength  in  the  league  as 
well  as  the  state.
